dred whores; ſo the Popes holines will 
preſently ere, according to his aun- 
cient Catholike faith, vpon this new 
dreamed Conqueſt, a Frierie to preach 
to the quicke, and a Chaunterie of 
Prieſts topray for the dead, and a moſt 
damnable peſtiterousStewes of Nunnes 
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and whores, for both their recreations, 
Secundum vſum Eccleſie Romane. Theſe 
are in diſtreſle, a Hen is worth fiue 
ſhillings , a little carrion Cowe fixe 
poundes, yet no man will (carſe brin 

theſe to them : Some wilde Kerne ſolde 
them thirtic ſuch Cowesin the day, and 
very honeſtly ſtole them again at night. 
They expected the countrie would haue 
1oyned with them,but they doe nor, but 
ſtand all for the Queene. The Lord De- 
putie and the Pretident of Munfer are 
there readie to the batterie and aſſault, - 
ſo ſoone as the greatOrdinance comes 
rohim. .They haue no wood but what 
they fight for. Our Captaines and (oul- 
diers would faine aflault them wich 
Pike,Musket,Sword and Target: but my 
Lord Deputic will not ſuffer it. The Spa- 
niards otter tothe Irith fixe ſhillings a 
day for a horſeman,and three thillngs 
for a footman : the Irilh aske a monerhs 
pay betore hand : the Spaniards doubt 
they 
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they will not ſerue them, but runne a- 
way, and the wilde Iriſh doubt they will 
pay them one weeke,and hang them the 
next weeke: and fo they haue no hope. 
The Iriith Prieſts promiſed them one 
thouſand Iriſh Hobbies,to be deliuered 
them within tenne daies after their lan- 
ding, and ſo they brought one thou- 
ſand braue ſaddles: but alasthey can- 
not pertorme tothem tennetitsto car- 
rie carth to their fortifications. The 
Lord Deputie,and the Preſident of Mur- 
fterhauc ſhewed themſelues very hono- 
rable and polirike, or els things hadnot 
gone lo well. Tyrone burnes within [1x- 
teene miles of Dublin, but now he 15 feard 
out of the countric, by the countrie:he 
can pleaſure the Spaniards in nothing: 
the Spaniard and Rebell are a'mo{t de-- 
ſperate the Spaniard curſeth the Pricits, 
the Prieſts curſeth che Irith,the Irich cur- 
ſeth them both : So I ſend ſtraunge 
newes, from ſuch as would be Caiho- 
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likes and Chriſtians, Friers and Nunnes, 
Prieſts and whores, curſing and ban- 
nings : but contrariwiſe, the Engliſh 
haue time to pray for the peace of le- 
rulalem, 
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
